Breuinonam, Ala., October 31—[Special.]— 


After the Southetn express company’s de- 


tec‘ives and the special officers from this 
city left Blount county, yesterday, the search 
for Rube Burrows was not given up. 

@Sheriif Morris, of Blount county, with a 
small posse continued the search. Yester- 
day afternoon they strack the trail again, 
and this morning came up with the two out- 
aws near Springville, St. Clair county. Bur- 
rows saw the pursuing posse jwhen they were 
several hundred yards away, and turning fired 
three shots at them without effect. The posse 
halted very promptly, and before they moved 
forward again, Burrows was out of sight in 
the woods. Itseems they suddenly decided 
they did not want him after they had 
ound = him. Sheriff Morris went 
on to Springville and telegraphed 
the Southern Express company here that he 
was close on the outlaw again. So far the offi- 
cials of the express company have sent no de- 
tectives to the aid of Sheriff Morris’s posse, 
and it is doubtful if they will. They seem to 
have decided that Burrows is such a will-’o- 
the--wisp that hunting for him is worse than 
useless. The Southern Express company has 
spent over ten thousand dollars trying to catch 
Burrows since his first train rebvBbery in Ar 

kansas threo years ago. Including the amounts 
he has stolen from the company, he has cost 
them about fifty thousand dollars. After the

JUDGE LEWIS WINGS SIX. 


An Engagementin Which Half a Dozen of 
the Howard Gang are Hilled. 

LovIsvILuE, Ky., October 31.—A special to 
the Courier-Journal from Pineville says: 
News reached here tonight by reliable parties 
that Judge Lewis came up with Howard and 
his gang yesterday on Martin’s Fork and kill- 
ed six of the Howard gang without losing a 
man. Three of the men killed were named 
Hall,one named Whitlock, the other two 
names not learned. Judge Lewis 
and fifty well armed men took 
dinner near the camp of J. P. Meyer & 
Co., on the Louisville and Nashville 
extension, about thirty miles beyond Cum 
berland Gap, last Friday. The men who spoke 
with the judge say that he is determined, and 
will never quit his ch&se until Howard and 
his gang are all killed or driven from the 
country. Both parties are being reiuforced 
daily, and more bleedshed is expected. It is 
thought that Howard has gone to Virginia, 
but is-expected to return. The best citizens 
of Harlan vounty afte joining Judge Lewis, 
and with such a determined leader there is no 
doubt but that the law and order party will 
come out victorious and break up the gang 
that las been a terror to all eastern Kentucky 
for the last twenty-five years. 


A ROW IN A CHURCH, 


Which Culminated in a General Riot—Mil- 
itary Called Out. 


ToreKa, Kan., October 31.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Robe ts received a telegram today notifying 
him ofa riot at Axtell, Marshall county. The tele- 
gram was from the mayor of the city and asked that 
a detachinent of militia be sent at once to quell the 
disturbance, The adjutant general at once ordered 


out Company G, of the Third. regiment, «at Marys- 
ville, and left on the first train for the seene of 
trouble. As yet only meagre particulars have been 
received, 

Axtell, a town ofabout seven hundred people, 
is settled largely by Catholics. On 
Wednesday a Methodist minister named Johnson, 
from the eastern part sf the state arrivedat Axtell 
to hold revival meetings. He had quite a large 
congregation in the evening atthe Methodist church 
and in the audience were a number of Catholics. 
Soon after beginniug his remarks, the minister 
began an attack on the Catholic church. He be- 
came so abusive that one of the Catbolics present 
called hima liar. He continued hisremarks until 
the Catholics could Stand it no longer, Four of 
them rushed to the pulpit and taking the preacher 
by the collar, threw him down. Ina moment the 
pelea was surrounded by an angry mob and a gen- 
erairow ensued, Although the Catholics were in 
the minortity,they were too much for the Methodists 
and succeeded in ratade the preacher audtwo 
others ont of the house, é whole town was soon 
aroused; Four Catholics were arrested and put in 
the city prison. This so enraged the Catholio popu- 
lation that they organized this morningto assist 
their imprisoned lates. The town of St. Al- 
bright, a few miles away, issettled entirely by Cath- 
olicz,and it is reported that the whole town Is organ- 
izing to go to the rescue of the Axtell Catholics, The 
mayor says he is powerless to control the mob, and 
fearsa conflict tween the two elements, The 
adijutant-geveral will not reach the city till 9 
o’clock this eveniug.

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‘CRAZED BY HUNGER. 


4 WUMAN TRIES TO STRANGLE HER 
CHILDREN 


AND TAKE THE LIFE OF HER MOTHER 


A Sad Story From a New York Tenement— 
The Children's Plae for Their Grand- 
mother—Other News of Intepest, 


New Yorx, October 31.—While crazed by 
hunger, Mrs. Mary Born: tried to kill her 
mother and six-year-old son in thir miserable 
apartmentsin the rear of 139 West Thirty- 
eighth, at daybreak this.morning. The inter- 
vention of neighbors alone prevented a 
tragedy. For three weeks past the woman 
hasbeen ill. Shes was too poor to engage-a 
physician and too busy to spare the time to go 
to the free dispensary. Having three children 
and their grandmother to provide for, she 
naturally grew weaker and weaker each day 
for the want of proper food. To add to her 
misery Mrs. Born’s husband is at present at 
Bellevue hospital suffering from an incurable 
disease and it had been necessary to part with 
many necessary household goods in order to 
stay the tide of adversity. The plucky little 
woman’s continued fasting soon showed itself 
in her face and form, although the children 
through her self-deprivation were kept plump 
and bright. 

THE WOMAN CRAZED. 

Shortly before six o’clock this morning Mrs. 
Born arose. Her mother was awake at the 
time, and saw her go to the room door and 
lock it and put the key in her pocket. Then 
she took up her youngest child, laid down on 
the bed and began to nurse it. Suddenly she 
was seized with a convulsion and began to 
choke the infant until it had almost ceased to 
breathe. A struggle with the grandmother 
ensued, in which the latter finally obtained 
possession of the babe. No sooner had she 
done so, than the crazed woman sprang at her 
throat and grasped itinagripofiron. The 
old woman struggled in vain to be freed, and 
the children shrieked with fright. 

“Mama! You’r hurting grandma. Don’t 
hold her that way.”’ 

When the mother released her grasp the old 
lady wes almost past human aid. <A great 
black streak on her throat is still visible. The 
insane parent next seized one of the boys— 
Johnny, by the throat and would surely have 
murdered him, but for the screams of his 
brother, which aroused the neighbors, and 
after a desperate struggle she was taken in an 
ambulance to Bellevue. The surgeon there 
says that Mrs. Born wasa raving maniac from 
the sheer lack of food. The agentof the 
Society for the Prevention of Crueity to Chil- 
dren has taken care of the little ones. Mrs. 
Born is 27 years old. Her husband, who is 
French, is 72 years of age. 


THAT ROW OVER THE TRIANGLE. 


Evidence Given in the Cronin Murder Case 
Yesterday. 

Cuicaao, October 31.—Judge McConnell’s 
court, in which the Cronin trial isin progress, 
was called to order nearly half an hour later 
than usual this morning. John Kunze, one of 
the prisoners, was feeling badly yesterday 
afternoon, and tho trial was adjourned a little 
earlier than usual on that account. He was 
not so well this morning, and reclined in the 


courtroom with his head ona pillow. His- 


trouble is pleurisy, but it is not believed it will 
result seriously. 

Patrick McGarrey, who occupied the chair 
atthe time of adjournment last night, was 
still the witness. 

Mr. Donahos, of counsel for the defense, 
moved to strike out all of that part of Mc- 
Garrey’s evidence given yesterday, in which 
McGarrey described his visit to the house of 
Defendant O’Sullivan after Cronin’s murder, 
and at which time he questioned O’Sullivan 
closely about his contract with Cronin. A long 
argument followed. 

it was finally decided to ‘postpone the decis- 
ion on the point till afternoon, in order to al- 
low counsel time to pfesent authorities. 

Pending that the cross examination of Mc- 
Garrey was also postponed and George 
Reilly, barkeeper, was called to the 
witness chair. He testified thatin the latter 
part of March, Coughlan, O’Sallivan and 
others were in a saloon and were talking poli= 
tics, when Coughlan said that a certain north- 
side Catholic was talking too much, andif he 
did not keep his mouth shut he Would get the 
worst of it. 

James Quinn was the next witness, and was 
questioned about the same matter asthe wit- 
ness who preceded him. It developed nothing 
new. 

Then the state’s attorney sought to intro-

Mr. Foster, attorney for Beggs, 
said he was ready to admit anything that 
Beggs ever wrote, but that he could say noth- 
ing about letters written by any one else. So 
the matter went over, pending the appearance 
of Shellman.

Hatfield, after examining it, testified that 
it was identical with the one sold to Simonds, 

On cross-examination he said he could not 
swear that it was the identical trunk, because 
the firm kept such on hand always, and per- 
haps other dealers did also. 

It came out that Mr. Forrest, of counsel for 
the defense, had bought such a trank from wit- 
ness. It could not be sworn to positively that 
the furniturein the Carlson cottage was the 
same furnituresold Simonds. It was precisely 
like it, however. 

A recess was then taken. 

When court resumed its session, the jury was 
excluded and the matter of striking out Witness 
MocGarry’s evidence as to what was said during 
his visit to.O’Sullivan’s house on the Sunday 
following the murder was taken up. The court 
finally decided to exclude all of the talk in re- 
gard to the former attack on Dr. Cronin. This 
was not satisfactory to the defense, and another 
flow of eloquence was the result.

Mr, Davitt concluded his speech by appealing to 
the court to say thatthe Times had not proved its 
charges against the men who were striving to end 
the Anglo-Irish question. 

When Mr. Davitt had finished Presiding Jrs‘iee 
Hanner complimented him upon the ability dis- 
played in his speech and thanked him for the assist- 
ance he had given the court. 

Sir Heury James then began his speech in behalf 
of the Times, Sir Henry’s address was of an_his- 
torical character. Hedenled that any injustice to 
Ireland existed, which justified the present attitude 
of the Irish nationalists. He referred, at great 
length, to measures that have been adopted during 
the last half century to improve the condition of 
that country.

ZHE SENATE WORKING -ON THE 
WHITFIELD RESOLUTIONS. 


A Day of Warm Disoussion—Senators Whit- 
field, Strother, Boyd, Bartlett, Massen- 
gale and Lyle on the Floor. 

Thesenate discussed the Whitfield resolu- 
tions all day yesterday, and isnot through yet, 

There was no direct test vote on the minor 
amendments which were passed. 

Senator Whitfield made an able and digni- 
fied defense of his resolutions, and Senator 
Bartlett attacked them fiercely. Senators 
Boyd and Massengale opposed and Senators 
Lyle and Strother supported them in spirited 


speeches. | 


Senator Whitfield. 

Senator Whitfield opened the argument for 
the resolutions, 

*} deaire to say, Mr. President,” he began, “that 
in the consideration of this matter I have no pride 
of opinion connected with it, I have not cour‘ed 
popularity by the introduction of these resolutions, 
1 can happily say that my political future is not 
bound up in their fate, Whatever that future may 
be, whether small or large, I shall notclaim for my- 
self anything but a conscientious desiro to do what 
I though was right. Those who honored mo 
with their suffrages did not see fit to even ask 
what my views were upon this measure. I am 
therefore in no sense, to u eacommon term, “in- 
structed,” but I am leit entire'yupon my individ- 
ual responsibility, amenable only to that sense of 
Guty and right which the obligation I assume car- 
rics wHth it. Whben 1 shall have returned to them I 
f.el that I can fsay to them I did that which the 
evidence ant the circumstances and the intelli- 
gece surrounding me required atmy hands asa 
matter of duty. 

*“Theretore while Ihave occasion to be grateful 
t> every member of the senate personally, I am sure 
you will not wound my feelings by 
imputing to me anything but a_ desire 
to do my i duty in the measure, 

‘The suggestion has been made that because the 
coutrect has not been completed they ought not to 
be heard, that a settlement ougnt not to be had 

twech fandiord and tenant. You don’t know 
what will be the existing circumstances on the 27th 
ot December, 1890. In some instances that is true. 
I grant forthe sake of the argument that {fs true as 
ayveneril rule. But there are exceptions. This is 
an exception, There are roads—there are proper-

Let the 
State, in a spirit of fairncas and magnanimity, and 
with the high dignity of her position and tbe 
majesty of her power, say, I will at least afford 
you an opportunity for @ =. menting before 
@ tribunal of my own making. They stand 
knocking at the dcor by this statement of Governor 
Brown, Willyou deny them admission? Why? 
Willany senator say why? Will you arbitrarily 
assert as is unworthy of your manhood, your intel- 
figence and your citizenship, that the state of Geor- 
gia sball not pay any claims whatever ? 

“These resolutions provide that ample security 
shall be civen that when the claim sball be sub- 
mitied by the lessees to this tribuual there shall be 
no appeal by them to auy other, and they will 
thereaiter make no ciaim for betterments or dam- 
ages against tlie state.

4) 
not Georgia send upa body of representative men 
that willdcal jusily with them, Why bring up this 
matter prematurely. I repeat in regard to this 
matterthe Seripture maxim: ‘Sufficient unto the 
~y is the evil thereo’.’’

able senators from the tweutieth and twenty-ninth 
They are afraid.some complications will occur, 
When the time comes for final adjustment, do you 
not have confidence in the lessees to believe that 
they will do right? If they do not, we will make 
them do right.” 

Senator Whitfield said the lessees are very 
thoroughly identified with the people of Georgia. 
They own a half interest in the Georgia railroad and 
a third interest in the West Point. It is not their 
interest to wreck the State road. 

Senator Boyd said it was not their interest to 
injure the people of Georgia, and he had not ex- 
pressed any want of confidence in them. 

Senators seem to think there is some indefinable 
ee maiter to be adjusted. It is as 
plain to me as A, B, Cc. The commission will take 
iis inventory and compare it withthe inventory 
of 1372, It is a maxim of law that that is plain 
which can be made plain. The conmiract being 
silent on the subject of taxation I think the state 
ought to pay the tax, and that is all the betterments 
I concede.

Senator Bartlett. 


Senator Bartlett began by saying it was 
always a matter of serious concern to him to 
oppose his distinguished friend, the senator from 
the 20th (Whitfield), but he could not resist what he 
deemed to be a dutyin entering an earnest protest 
against the passage oi the resolutions. 

“There has already been a declaration against 
these resolutions by a majority of the people 
of Georgia in the selection of their rep 
resentatives in this legislature, not only at the bal- 
lot box; there bas been a declaration of the opie 
in their ry myst capacity, through a resolution 
approved by the governor that the state would at 
no time recognize this claim for betterments.”’ 

He then read and made spirited comment on the 
Candler resolution passed by the last general assem- 
bly in 1887, declaring that the state would under no 
circumstances pay one dollar of the claim for bet- 
termenits, and authorizing the governor to take 
possession of the Westernand Atiantic railroad if 
there should be any attemptto desj;ol, run down 
or wreck the road, or run off into Tennessee apy 
rolling stock, 

He said there were five resolutions of like tenor 
introduced in the last legislature, and somo of 
those men were now on the other side of this ques» 
tion. He said the resolutions were introduced by 
Mr. Huff of Bibb, Mr. Berner of Monroe, Mr. Felton 
of Bartow, Mr. Candler of DeKalb, and Mr, Glenn 
of Whitfield.

The people 
of this union once intrusted their claims 
to the control of the government, to a 
commision composed of the supreme court of the 
United States, the highest tribunal known on the 
earth, and today in the history of America, fn the 
nostriis of the American people, no guilty fact in 
its history smells louder or is cursed stronger.

Senator Bartlett noticed the argument that it 
would have to be sertied in the eoums, either of 
Georgia or Tennessee. While he did not admit, 
but denied, as a legal Repent that the state 
could be sued, and while he was unwilling that 
this claim should be submitted to any court or com< 
mission, even if it got into the courts of Tennessee, 
he presumed the Tennessee judges were honest: 
even it went before a jury, it had well been said 
that but for juries the corporations might subvert 
the liberties ofthe people. He was not afraid of 
the honest yoemany which had ey.r stood between 
the people and corporations, and it was 
weil known that these corpurations 
fear nothing more than these juries. 

Senator Strother asked if he preferred a Ten- 
nessee jury to the patriotic citizens of Georgia. 

Senator Bartlett repeated the above statement and 
saidhe bad been unhappy of expression or the 
senator had been dull ot comprehension if he under- 
stood him to say he preferred Tennessee juries to 
the patriotic citizens of Georgie, and he was un- 
fortunate if he had been understood to say he 
wanted the matter submitted to any court. 

He said he had tho honor to sit upon the general 
judiciary committee in 1883, and listen toa powerful 
argument by ex-Governor Smith in behalf of tho 
very corporation that presents these claims, and it 
was we:l Known that ex-Governor McDauiel, dis- 
tinguished for his ability as the executive of the 
state, and | is friend, owed his position to his weaith 
that liowed from thecorporation owned by ihe very 
men who biing this claim. ‘ 

‘‘What is Campbell Wallace, tribune of the neo- 
ple? So tar as protecting their rights, what will his 
feeble old voice. as he stands tottering almost upon 
the verge of the grave, avail against these powerful, 
mighty men? I don't know the views of the su- 
preme court on this question. Iam willing to 
trust my life, my libertr, mv property in their 
hands when it comes to judicial questions; but I 
don't believe there is a man on that bench 
that woud lay down the ermine for @ 
moment to be associated in the history of Georgia as 
& man who sat upon the betterments commission, 
I know each one of them personally. They are my 
friends TwoofthemI know were gallant and 
tried confederate soidiers, The other, the chief 
justice, as pure a-man as innocent of poe as God 
in his wisdom ever breathed the breath of life into. 
I much mistake that pure judge if I could conceive 
that for one moment he would yield up his ermine, 
80 worthily bestowed upon him, when 
he sought it not, to besmirch his 
children and his children’s children b 
sitting on a betterments commission.

Conceived in Fraud and Brought Forth in 
Iniquity. 


He said the lessees did not come before the 
legislature with clean hands. 

‘This lease contract was conceived in frand and 
brought forth in iniquity, run m violation of the in- 
terests and the law ofthe state. There is proof ir- 
refragible—and they have mighty rear stolen all 
the proof except a copy or two from the public 
repositories—there is proof irrefragible that when 
this lease—when say tbat I mean 
somebody. mot any particular per- 
son—there fs proof that this lease was let to 
those who have it at ten thousand dollarsa month 
less than there wasa bona fide bid on the gover- 
nor's desk for, and so convinced was Alexander H, 
Stephens that something was rotten and stunk, that 
be delivered his share to the state and washed his 
hands of it, and went down to his grave as he had 
lived, pure and untonched even by a suspicion of 
being connected with a fraud. Clean hands in- 
deed! Their hands are filled with uncleanliness. 
Getting it at $10,000 a mouth less than it was 
worth, they deprived the state of $2,400,000.”’ 

Hé said thatevenintho legislature which des- 
poiled Georgia, when an amendment of the lease 
act was ofered:to provide payment for beUermcnats, 
the vote against it was 176 to 2. 

% Afternoon Session. . 

There was some furtueér discussion of the question 
by Senator Strother andan amusing tilt between 
him and Senator Bartlett. oyer the Tennessee 
juries again. He asked Senator Bartlett why if 
there was such a fraud that Mr. Stephens gave up 
his share-~ tir the lease. Mr. Dartiett had not 
when he wasinthe legislature from 1583 to 1835, 
done somotiing to expose and punish the traud, 

Senator Bartlett thereupon sent fer a House 
Journal and showed that he had offered an amend 
meut to the resolstion dismissing the state's suit to 
forfeit the lenge on account of invalid bond, -The 
amendment provided that- the leasees should never 
make claim for beherments, as their attorueys had 
said they wou'd do. Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, said 
it was unnecessary, as no claim would be made. 
That amendment was lost, but he produced the 
record to show that he voted for it, 

Senator Lyle. 


The chamber rang for fifteen minutes while 
Senator Lyle was shelling the woods. 

“I willask, Mr. President and senators, if we 
were sent here simply to rer.d an inventory and go 
home leaving this cloud over the lease question, 
leaving it in th's embarrassed condition. I ask, are 
we willing to doit? What word willyon have to 
say to your constituents when you go back? That 
you were elecied to settle this question; that you 
could not meet the issue; that you were afraid of 
responsibility and that you shirked it and come 
home, 

“I am here to shirk no duty. I am here to meet 
every issue fair and square inthe face. I am here 
to meet facts as I find them and grapple with them. 
I was not elected to come here and stand aghast at 
this vast question, fearing to approach it, as the 
senator from the 32d (Boyd) said, “‘let’s not go over 
the mountain until you get to it.” You are to it 
and you are afraid ofit, You are afraid to cross it. 
Did gentlemen tell me this question has not to be 
settled? Are we not men, and can 
we not meet the issue? Shall we 
have the angels on high commissioned to settle this 
question of the Western and Atlantic railroad ? 

‘I was very much struck with the commission 
tliat the gentleman from the twenty second alluded 
to—the commission of 1876, that decided upon the 
election of Hayesand Tilden. Iaskif such a re- 
flection should be cast upon this body of men who 
are selected for this purpose? He said he was will- 
ing to trust his life, his liberty, his property with 
the supreme court, was astonished when 
he alluded to these gentlemen in the high 
terms in which he did and then turned and said 
he did not propose to risk this tuing in their hands.

A Bagging Convention. .. 

In view of the fact that the cotton ex- 
changes have not, as yet, seen their way 
clear to co-operating withthe farmers in the 
war of the latter on jute monopoly, the alli- 
ance has called a convention to meet in St. 
Louis on the 7th of December. 

This convention is to be in the nature of 
a conference, and to that end the cotton 
exchanges have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives. It is to be hoped that the ex- 
changes will respond to the invitation, for 
it is only by means of co-operation that the 
interests of the cotton producers and the 
cotton buyers can be subserved. 

It was supposed in some quarters that the 
war of the farmers on jute was merely in 
the nature of a little flurry that would soon 
pass away, but it ought to be plain to every- 
body by this time that the cotton growers 
mean business. The gathering of the alli- 
ance men atthe Piedmont exposition was 
in the nature of a revival meeting, and it is 
very certain that they will never cease their 
opposition to jute until that article is driven 
out of the market as a covering for cotton, 

The farmers are growing stronger, more 
independent and more prosperous every 
year, and it will not be very long before 
they will be able to dictate terms to the cot- 
ton buyers of Liverpool so far as tare is con- 
cerned. They will certainly have their way 
about jute. It is no longer a question 
whether jute will be used, but whether cot- 
ton or some other material will be used to 
cover the crop.

After his recitation Dr. Armstrong took a seat in 
the audience, and Dr. Scott took his place at the 
speaker's desk. He began with the discovery ofthe 
island of Britain by the Phoenicians, whom he de- 
scribed as the greatest navigators of anciont times, 
and he showed the different changes which took 
pee in the government and population of the 
sland until the Ang!o-Saxon race was formed by 
the un:on of the Jntes, the Anglos and the Saxons, 
Mr. Scott parenthetically remarked that these 
ancient Jutes had no connection with the jute trust 
which was being so vigorously fouvht by the 
farmers, although they might possibly have been the 
remote ancestors of the men now combatting the 
monopoly. 

He outiined the course of events until Egbert 
established the heptarchy, and then told how 
Alfred became the first Saxon king and founded the 
university of Oxford. He told of Harold, the son of 
Earl Godwin, who, by perjury and deceit, had him~ 
self proclaimed king, and by so doing broke faith 
with William ot Normandy, to whom he bad sworn 
allegiance, 

Of the invasion which followed, and of the bat- 
tle of Hastings, now known asthe battle of Stan- 
back, he gave a vivid account. He described Wil- 
liam, the conqueror, resting after the battle ou the 
very spot where Hurold fell, and his takingan oath, 
which later he kept, to build there Battle abbey. 

Mr. Scott's admiration of William’s character was 
nnbounded. He compared him to David. the king 
of Israel, 

At the conclusion of the lecture, Dr. Armstrong 
recited a poem entitled “Balaklava,” by Smith, 
which was at least as beautifulas Tennyson’s verses 
on the same eubject. He delivered the words with 
intense feeling and dramatic power, holding his 
ne seas bieathiess until the last words were ut- 
tered.

Sellers in regard to his accounts, Among the num- 
ber were Messrs. A. B, Small, Guy Howard, C. H. 
Everett ot Geo.. T. Rogers’ Sons, Joe Webb of L. 
Cohen & Co. On Monday the Macon men found 
that they were in danger of losing their claims 
i th did not act promptly, and 
while there were enough s in Sellers’s 
store to secure them, it was lerrned that they were 
mortgaged to Savannah parties. 

Mr. Howard apprehended that on Mon- 
day night Mrf Sellers might{jmake an 
effort to remove the goods from his store, so he 
concidded to keep a watch on the store. After 
watching some time Howard taw a buggy and 
wazon drive up to the store, and he then 
stepped out from his hiding place 
approached the teama The two-horse wagon was 
then driven off. 

On Tuesday Mr. Sellers heard that Mr. Howard 
had said that he thought Sellers would attempt to 
move his goods away by stealth, and he asked How- 
ard if he madethe remark. Howard said he did. 
Seliers then drew his pistol and fired at Howard. 
The first ball grazed his neck and left a streak 
on his coat collar. The sccond bail 
passed through Howard’s hat. Both shots were 
close shaves. 

Howard seize? Sellers’s pistol and tried to take it 
from him, but as Sellers was the stronger man, 
Howard's effo ts were uMmsuceessful, Sellers then 
struck Howard‘a heavy blow over the head with the 
psstol, inflictinga severe wound and cut. How- 
ard was knocked down and Sellers jumped on him 
an< commenced to pommel him severely, and it re- 

uired the combined strength oftwo men to pull 

ellers off of Howard. 

Mr. Howard then went before the grand jury, 
which was in session at Isabella, and an indictment 
was found against Sellers for assault with intent to 
murder, and the solicitor general said he would 
push the case vigorously, 

Scllers was arrested and locked up in his store 
Tuesday night but he escaped through a window, 
and at last accounts had not been captured, 

Mr. Howard returned to thecity last evening on 
the Albany train at 6:10 with his head in a bandage. 
Mr. Howard was not armed when the attack was 
made on him and could not defend himself.

Worsham, the sheriff of Chattooga county, to 
delay the execution of Vann one week, to give 
his counsel an opportunity to present some 
newly discovered evidence. 

J.O. Vann was found guilty of murdering 
Vophlit White, and was sentenced to suffer 
the death penalty today. Yesterday morning 
Governor Gordon was requested to interfere 
and stay the exeoution. After passing severai 
bours in examining the evidence, the gover- 
nor concluded that the finding of the jury was 
justified by the facts, and refused to interfere. 

After a telegram ordering the sheriff to pro 
ceed with the execution had been sent, Hon. 
Sam Jones, the representative from Chattooga 
county, and Hon. Seaborn Wright waited on 
the governor and begged him to alter his de- 
cision. They claimed that some new evidence 
had been discovered, and if Vann could live a 
few days his innocence would be proven. 

The governor remained in conference with 
the two gentlemen for a long time, and 
finally concluded there might be a possibility 
of Vann having been unjustly sentenced. He 
accordingly sent a second dispatch to Sheriff 
Worsham countermanding the first one 
and ordering that Vann be kept in the Rome 
jail until one week from today and then exe- 
cuted. 

Every effort will be made during the time of 
the reprieve to get such evidence before the 
court of Chattooga county that a new trial will 
be ordered.
